Psychiatrist comments on suspect types 


Monday, July 22, 7 p.m. is the date set for 
a meeting at Sierra Vista Park for all foothill 
residents interested in talking with Guardian 
Angels’ representatives. The meeting will be 
held in the fireside lounge of the recreation 
center on E. Sierra Madre Bivd. 

Anyone interested in helping deal with 
victim and property crime in neighborhoods 
should attend the meeting. Guardian Angels 
also work with senior citizens, visit the handi¬ 
capped and set up anti-hunger projects for 
the needy. 

If you’re walking on Sierra Madre, Arcadia 
or Monrovia streets at night these days, there s a 
chance you’ll run into a group of strangers wearing 
red berets and T-shirts w ith the red letters, “Guardian 
.Angels,’’ across the front. Thank them. They’re 
friends. 

This group of young people — all shapes, 
colors, sizes, seses — are here from the other side 
of town. Dannv l ew is and Scott McKeown report 
that they all come from the West side. In tact, Scott 
is the leader of that chapter. 

W'hv are they here? “.As a visual deterrent 
against recent attacks and to stimulate interest, 
possibly to Stan a chapter, of the group.” They 
hope to encourage activits in the Neighborhood 
Watch program, to discourage crimes against 
people, they sa\. 

rite', heard about recent attacks on women 
in this area and they also received calls from area 
residents. Ihat was enough to encourage immedi¬ 
ate response. They quickly organized and found 
their way up here. 

“If we need to, we'll keep up these patrols tor 
weeks,” 1 ewis told The News. 

Why do thev give tip evenings to come into 
uncharted areas for their patrols? “We feel we can 
make a difference. It’s a good feeling, this selfless 
service. It’s rewarding. And,” Lewis grins, “it s 
better than watching ‘Dynasty reruns. 

The News arrived at their “headquarters 
at foothill and Santa Anita, this group of 20 or 
so young people were dividing into groups — “one 

tsvo , . . one . . . two.” They started in dif¬ 
ferent directions on their patrols. .And at that mo¬ 
ment a large car drew up and handed them two 
large boseC of donuts which the group attacked 
immediatelv and dispatched quickly. They were 
luinury as well as being brave walkers. 

What is their usual practice when they arc on 
patrol? Thev comb back and forth, using no par¬ 
ticular pattern on purpose. Sometimes they ramble, 
sometimes they patrol in a regular pattern. They 
never venture out alone; at least two runners pre¬ 
cede the main group to lerrel out phones so they 
will be a phone call away from the police. 

I hev use both foot and vehicle patrols.

The town of Sierra Madre has a definite 
problem, they say: few street lights. “If we’d had 
no tlashlights while we patrolled some of the streets, 
we would have had a problem with the chuck- 
holes in the streets. There should be more street 
lights for safety. It would be better for the com¬ 
munity. Light is a deterrent to crime. If a neighbor¬ 
hood is well-lit, it’s difficult for criminals to slither 
in and slither out,” McKeown says. 

“We would like residents in all communities 
to know the Guardian Angels aren’t all young and 
tough. You just need to care enough to make a 
difference. One of our chapters in North Dallas, 
Tex. has a median age of 58 years. These people 
make a concrete, tangible difference. Older people 
who don’t mind walking can be just as effective. 
They simply go out in a body and start walking 
the streets. Some of us go over 10 miles on dif¬ 
ferent patrols.” 

They point to their tennis shoes and break into 
laughing arguments about which brand is the most 
comfortable and wears the best. 

How do they support themselves? They get no 
government subsidies but rely on donations (within 
the past two - three months this chapter has re¬ 
ceived only $40). They also sell T-shirts and Guardian 
Angel buttons. 

W'hy did they adopt the red beret as a trade¬ 
mark? “It’s visible,” is the answer. 

What do individual members do for a living? 
One works at a Mexican restaurant; one attends 
■Art Center School of Design (several are students); 
one is director of marketing and sales of a com¬ 
puter center. Students who have more flexible sche¬ 
dules usually spend longer hours patrolling, some¬ 
times as late as 3 a.m. Others try to leave for

Deputy Lynda R. Edmonds of the Los An¬ 
geles County Sheriff’s Dept, told The News Tuesday 
that Mabel Bell of Monrovia died Monday as a 
result of injuries sustained in an attack on her 
and Florence Lang in their home at 443 N. Alta 
Vista Ave. Both women are in their 80s. Mrs. 
Lang is still alive at Methodist Hospital in Arcadia. 

They were found June 1 about 11:30 a.m. 
after having been bludgeoned sometime within the 
two previous days. 

Edmonds says there is no information about 
whether the women were sexually assaulted. 

There is also no additional information linking 
the recent murder-bludgeonings within the past two 
months. Edmonds says the Sheriff’s Dept, is releas¬ 
ing no information about whether the assaults and 
murders in the San Gabriel Valley within the past 
two months are related or have been committed 
by a suspect or suspects. 

The composite shown nearby comes from the 
Monterey Park Police Dept, and has not been 
released by the Sheriff’s Dept. 

Edmonds says her department is checking 
leads and coordinating various investigations with 
each of the police departments involved which in- 
include Monrovia, Arcadia, Sierra Madre and Mon¬ 
terey Park. 

The rash of bludgeonings and murders began 
with the two Monrovia women described above. 
Their home had been ransacked but there is no 
information about whether or not there had been 
sexual abuse. 

Patty Elaine Higgins was found murdered in 
her home in Arcadia June 28. She had been 
bludgeoned and her throat was slit. There is no 
information concerning whether there was a bur¬ 
glary or if she was sexually abused. 

Chronologically, the next murder took place at 
310 E. Haven in Arcadia when Mary Cannon was 
found at 9:30 a.m. July 2. She died of bludgeon¬ 
ing injuries to her upper body and her throat was 
cut. There is no information about whether she was 
sexually abused. There had been a burglary and 
the home was ransacked. 

The next case was a bludgeoning July 6 in 


Sierra Madre in the IKX) block of Arno when a 
16-year-old female was severely assaulted and was 
found at 5:45 a.m. She is in an undisclosed hos¬ 
pital. There is no information about whether she 
was sexually assaulted. At this time, property loss 
is unknown. 

The following day, July 7, Joyce Lucille Nel¬ 
son was found dead of multiple injuries to her 
head and neck in her 348 E. Arlight home in 
Monterey Park. She was apparently killed by a 
burglar in the early morning hours and the home 
had been ransacked. There is no evidence ol sexual 
assault. 

Sometime between 2 and 5:30 a.m. the same 
day, July 7, a 65-year-old woman was raped in her 
home about 'A-mile away from Nelson’s home. 
She survived. 

Edmonds says there are increased police pat¬ 
rols in all areas, including Monterey Park, Sierra 
Madre and Altadena. 

As of Tuesday at presstime, no one is in 
custody and there have been no other incidents.

Information on use of 9-1-1 


Because of the recent rash of healings 
and death of women in this area, several 
people have requested repeat information on 
the 9-1-1 number and its workings. 

The News tried out the number, after 
warning the police department what we intend¬ 
ed. and we found that it took nine seconds 
for the number to connect and begin ringing. 
It took eight more seconds after two rings 
for a police representative to answer the phone. 

This means that after one dials the 9-1-1 
number, there may be as much as a 17-second 
delay. Do not hang up the phone if the time 
seems interminable. Each time the phone is 
hung up, there is more delay. 

As soon as someone answers the phone, 
the caller’s phone number and address flashes 
on the screen al the police department. Even if 
the caller hangs up or leaves the phone 


dangling without responding, those numbers 
remain and the police respond immediately to 
that address. Response lime is Just moments. 

Of course, if there is no information 
given to the police, they do not know the 
nature of the emergency. They send one police 
unit to the location. More information tells 
them whether to send the ambulance and/or 
fire units, also. 

The 9-1-1 nationwide emergency phone 
hookup is a telephone line that goes directly 
to the designated emergency center. Each'city 
has a different center. In Sierra Madre. that 
center is the police and fire station. 

Residents are urged to practice, without 
actually dialing, using the 9-1-1 number. The 
“Braille” method can be used in the dark. 
Just find the one. the three, and move down¬ 
ward to nine and back up to the one.

Precautions against 
fire, burglary 

Los Angeles Sheriff’s Deputy Linda 
Edmonds offered a few suggestions for 
area people concerning security of their 
homes. These suggestions follow: 

• Be aware of your surroundings. 

• Improve the security of your home with 
sufficient window and door locks, dead 
bolts. Add any of those typos of security. 
They might make a difference in whether 
or not entry can be obtained in your home. 

• Lights are very Important. Add yard 
lights, porch lights, rear lights, and make 
sure they are on at night. Anyone con¬ 
templating crime chooses a dark place so 
he or she cannot be detected or described. 

• Trim bushes back so there is no place 
for would-be attackers to hide. 

• Purchase a ferocious dog or guard dog. 
Or have a dog that barks to attract at¬ 
tention. 

• Get involved in a Neighborhood Watch 
program. Meet your neighbors. If you see 
someone who does not belong In the 
neighborhood, call the police Immediate- 

ly- 

• Use the buddy system. Do not go out 
alone if possible. Walk in pairs or num¬ 
bers. Let people know if you are going 
out so they can check up on you. 

Police Chief Bill Betts has offered 
more suggestions and they follow: 

• Keep windows and doors locked pro¬ 
perly at all times. 

• Do not open the door without looking 
to see who the caller is. Caution should 
be used when admitting a strange person 
into your home. It is not a wise thing to 
do. 

• If someone asks to use your bathroom, 
refuse and suggest they use a public 

• If someone asks for a drink of water, 
hand them a drink; do not lot them enter, 
e Take an inventory of your home for 
fire safety and security to make sure there 
is no unsafe situation or easy oppor¬ 
tunities for theft, vandalism, criminal op¬ 
portunities. 

e Make sure garage doors do not invite 
theft or entry Into the home, 
e Mothers who go to work early should 
not leave homes unlocked for their child¬ 
ren who return before the mother returns, 
e When driving, be aware of the people

From the Mailbag: Tony Krull of Alta- 
dena writes that a cheek drawn on his bank 
and deposited in a savings & loan three blocks 
away prompted the S&l. ”... to confess 
that a hold of 7 days would be put on it . . . 
and they get hostile . . . why is this done?” 

It usually takes about 3-4 working days 
for a check to clear. If you write a check 
on your new deposit before that, the S&L 
fears they may have to loan you the funds 
to cover. They also plead that our scenic 
California is the world’s bad-check capitol. 
Some banks’ S&Ls hold deposits 2-3 weeks 
before release, giving them a nice tidy “float” 
on which to earn interest from funds cleared 
but not released. 

The hostility we can’t explain, except that 
many banks’ S&L hate being annoyed by 
pesky customers wanting to deposit money. Or 
maybe it’s the weather. One pundit says, 
“Some banks are 20 years behind and working 
5 hours a day to catch up.” 

This is basic to the “time value of money.” 
Or as Earl Wilson puts it, “If you think 
nobody knows you’re alive, try missing a 
couple of car payments.” Pay late, you could 
get the sheriff. Early, they might come over 
and give you a big kiss. 

So pay bills on time, not early or late. 
Especially those you must cough up every 
month, the ones that can really nail you. 

“First payments is what made us think we 
were in the chips, and the rest of them is 
what showed us we were broke” — Will 
Rogers.

Question: Is 
light a detenent? 

During interviews with Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Deputy Lynda Edmonds and Sier¬ 
ra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts, there was 
agreement almost down the line until the 
question of lighting versus darkness was 
asked. 

Edmonds believes in light and urges 
everyone to keep lights on to deter crime. 

Chief Betts says, “Lights don’t make 
it safe. If you walk in the dark, np one 
sees you. I’ve never seen a study that 
indicates that lighting reduces crime ex¬ 
cept in parks. We don’t have any lights 
because people here don’t want lights 
in residential areas. I’m at home in the 
dark. What’s dark for me is dark for 
another fellow.’’ 

When asked about the safety of wom¬ 
en walking alone in darkness, the chief 
answered, “Women walking are just as 
safe in the dark as in the light. They 
can be spotted in the light.” 

He continued, “What residents want 
are low lights and quiet neighborhoods. 
You can build a higher fence and the 
criminal builds taller ladders.” 

Betts invited members of the com¬ 
munity to call the police department for a 
free home security inspection. That num¬

Reader answers 
letter by S. Kelly 

S. Kelly’s letter to the 
editor labeling the Park¬ 
ing Committee as a 
“joke,” was, in my 
opinion, totally unwar¬ 
ranted, as well as sin¬ 
gularly tasteless. 

The only “fact” re¬ 
vealed in the letter was 
that the writer is excep¬ 
tionally uninformed. 

For S. Kelly’s benefit 
and any readers who 
might have been misled 
by the letter, the com¬ 
mittee didn’t blame any¬ 
body for their own in¬ 
adequacies for the simple 
reason that they were a 
good deal more than 
adequate. 

The five members in¬ 
cluded a facility engineer

If S. Kelly feels this 
list of qualifications 
shows any inadequacy, 
let’s hear some better 
ones. Any one of the 
committee members, let 
alone all five, could have 
commanded a very hand¬ 
some fee for their exper¬ 
tise. They gave their ser¬ 
vices free, as a very 
handsome gift to the ci¬ 
ty. 

The Joke was the fact 
that the city council just 
ignored the gift. 

As for S. Kelly’s “Fact 
#1,” apparently S. Kelly 
is unaware that the com¬ 
mittee was empowered 
solely to recommend. 
Only the City Council 
could have “acted.” 


After meeting weekly 
for an entire year and 
conducting exhaustive 
studies, the committee 
submitted complete 
plans to the City Coun¬ 
cil more than a year ago, 
together with detailed re¬ 
commendations and spe¬ 
cifications for both a 
south parking lot and a 
north parking lot which 
would have afforded 
greatly expanded park¬ 
ing and immensely im¬ 
proved aesthetics for 
both areas, encompass¬ 
ing renovation of at least 
some of the “slum” area 
behind Kersting Court 
and the old city hall — 
an improvement to 
which, I gather, S. Kelly 
objects. 

Their plans included 
all the professional ex¬ 
pertise of the committee 
members and, in add¬ 
ition, that “extra mile” 
that only personal caring 
and sharing in your own 
community can bring. 

The plans, of course, 
included the purchase of 
the property which S. 
Kelly accuses them of 
not “acting” on, as well 
as countless details such 
as adequate lighting, 
landscaping, etc. 

Beyond this, they sub¬ 
mitted recommendations 
for Sierra Madre Blvd. 
which would have pro¬ 
vided far safer pedes¬ 
trian crossing for the el¬ 
derly, mothers with ba¬ 
bies and the handicapped 
whom S. Kelly suggests 
they ignored. The plans 
also would have helped 
to beautify the boule¬ 
vard. 

In the course of their 
efforts, the committee 
members interviewed vir¬ 
tually every business in 
the downtown area and 
representatives of var¬ 
ious institutions and 
groups, such as chur¬ 
ches, which impact the 
downtown traffic flows, 
incorporating various 
suggestions in their plans. 

How much more is re¬ 
quired to qualify as “ad¬ 


equate” in your book, 
S. Kelly? What are your 
qualifications and do 
you volunteer your ex¬ 
pertise, whatever that 
may be, for your com¬ 
munity? 

The committee pro¬ 
vided professional plans 
for solving a very real 
problem'. The City Coun¬ 
cil simply ignored them. 
That, of course, is the 
council’s perrogative — 
but only if they have an 
alternative plan of their 
own to offer. We cer¬ 
tainly haven’t heard of 
any. 

We have over a mil¬ 
lion dollars in our city 
CRA fund. The Park¬ 
ing Committee estimated 
their recommendations 
would cost somewhere in 
the order of $600,000, 
leaving more than 
$400,000 for such re¬ 
quests as the library ex¬ 
pansion program (if the 
council ever sees fit to 
act on THAT much- 
needed proposal). 

The remainder of your 
criticisms are too picay¬ 
une to rebut, except to 
point out that one re¬ 
presentative from the 
committee attending a 
planning commission 
meeting is 100% more 
representation than the 
council ever afforded the 
committee. 

Three of the five com¬ 
mittee members are 
among those business¬ 
men suffering “the al¬ 
leged parking crunch” 
you refer to in your let¬ 
ter. 

I am among those 
shoppers who can’t find 
parking spaces. Next 
time I circle round and 
round North Baldwin 
and Kersting Court, I’ll 
think of you, your “al¬ 
leged” parking crunch 
and your unwarranted 
and uninformed critic¬ 
ism of five dedicated and 
professional volunteers 
who could have made a 
really constructive con¬ 
tribution to downtown 
Sierra Madre, but were 
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unfortunately thwarted 
by obstructionists like 
you and procrastinators 
like our City Council. 

In my book, it is three 
cheers for the Parking 
Committee and the gra¬ 
titude of the vast ma¬ 
jority of Sierra Mad- 
reans for their time, ef¬ 
fort and expertise, given 
so thanklessly.

PAW PRINTS

As summer is upon us, most dogs and 
cats are faced with mild to severe flea in¬ 
festations. Adult fleas feed on the animal’s 
skin, ingesting blood as they bite your pet. 
Fleas become lethargic in cold weather, but 
are not killed until exposed to a frost. Tem¬ 
perate climates tend to have flea infestations 
all year round. 

If your pet scratches a lot, then he prob¬ 
ably has some fleas. Fleas tend to migrate to 
certain areas on your pet: the base of the tail, 
the underside (belly) area, and behind your 
pet’s ears. As you check these areas for fleas, 
you should also look for “flea dirt” — small, 
dark, gritty particles, which are actually the 
insect’s feces. Flea dirt will turn reddish brown 
when placed on a wet paper towel. 

Fleas will make your pets suffer the an¬ 
noyance of skin irritations. Some pets develop 
a “flea allergy.” Pets who have this condi¬ 
tion are highly allergic to the saliva from a flea. 
Your pet will develop a rash and sores which 
can become infected. 

Pets can contract tapeworms from fleas. 
If you pet swallows a flea, the flea will transmit 
this internal parasite. Cats are more susceptible 
to tapeworm than dogs, because a cat is a 
thorough groomer and can swallow a flea while 
licking his fur. 

In an animal is severly infested with fleas, 
a “flea anemia” could develop. This results 
in a general anemic condition which leaves 
your pet weak and seriously ill. 

To prevent these conditions from occur¬ 
ring, the best course of action is to stop the 
problem at the source — remove all fleas from 
your pet and take measures so that they will 
not return. Next week I will discuss the various 
methods of eliminating fleas from your pet 
and his immediate environment.

From 
that grim day, things surely changed. 

With the passing of each first Sunday of the 
month, the popularity of the Ilea market grew and 
grew until now it occupies three parking lots with 
over 400 vendors displaying their wares of antiques, 
collectibles and state-of-the art electronics.

PICNIC STAINS

Picnic season is 
1 here, and with pic¬ 
nics come special 
problems with stains.

At a time when residents of the San Gabriel 
Valley are reminded every day that there is prospec¬ 
tive killer still loose “out there,” people are search¬ 
ing for protection. Karen Senik, owner of K-9 
Companions, believes she has the answer: guard 
dogs. 

Senik owns a Brea company with a specialty 
of training dogs for personal protection. Demand 
for her dogs has increased “70% to 80% within 
the past two years,” she says. 

“It’s a combination of a different attitude in 
society and, to a certain degree, to the increase 
in burglaries and rapes. Society doesn’t want to be 
a lamb that gets eaten by the wolf. And our dogs 
are not only protectors but they are handsome,” 
Senik told The News. 

Working dogs may be trained to attack but 
they are also gentle pets if properly trained, she 
says, and explains that her dogs are part of that 
category. Children are never used as “agitators,” 
symbols to solicit an aggressive response when 
training dogs. “They are taught that only adults 
are fair game,” Senik explains. 

Dogs are taught to attack adults who may be 
a threat to body or property and they can be 
called off immediately by the owner’s verbal com¬ 
mand. 

The best guard dogs are Rottweilers, German 
and Belgium Shepherds, Akitas, Dobermans and 
Kuvas, she says. 

“We do the training with the emphasis on 
control of your dog.” Training can last up to three 
years and generally costs from $500 for obedience 
training to $2000 for “threat and bite” protection. 

Senik says, “Training a dog to protect your 
home is like training a person to do a job. The 
dog, like the person, has to be taught how to 
handle any situation and he has to be controlled.” 

Not all dogs are equipped either in tem¬ 
perament or physical makeup to become guard 
dogs. “Asking your pet to protect your home is 
not fair because, without training, he won’t know 
what to do in a particular situation,” Senik says. 

A properly trained guard dog is the “most 
natural means of protection,” she believes. “A bur¬ 
glar alarm system isn’t going to warn you until 
someone is at your window trying to break in, 
but a dog is going to alert you from the start 
that someone is out there trying to get into your 
yard.” 

She explains that the guard dogs are taught to 
grab onto the arm and hold. They are not vi¬ 
cious. They may hurt the person trying to break in 


but they will not inflict the same amount of 
damage as a gunshot, she says. 

A dog is tested for training. He must be 
bold, courageous and self-assured. “A prerequisite 
for any guard dog is absolute obedience. He has to 
be trained both on and off the leash. The owner 
must have complete control over the animal.” 

She explains that control is the key. “The 
proper way to train is by psychology: a balance 
of reprimand and lots of praise. Dogs want to work 
for their owners.” 

The two phases of protection training are threat 
and “bite work.” Threat includes barking, showing 
teeth and lunging at the intruder. “Bite work” 
means that the dog, on command, grabs and holds 
the intruder until help arrives. The dog does not go 
at the face, she explains. 

Most people would benefit by having a pro¬ 
tection-trained dog, she believes. She quickly adds 
that anyone who is not physically strong enough 
to hold a dog in training should not have one. 
The person who is not mentally competent or who 
is afraid of dogs should not have a protection 
trained dog either. 

“The person has to be in tune with the dog. 
The bond between owner and dog is one of the 
most important things in training.” She adds that 
she has refused customers if she feels they just want 
to show off the dog or use the dog for illegal 
purposes. 

Senik, who knows Sierra Madre dog trainer 
and handler. Bob Penny, suggests people decide 
kind of dog they want, then go to a good breeder. 

“Protection training can cost between $1(X)0 
and $3C)(X). Rottweiler puppies cost between $100 
and $1500.” There is an investment there. Senik 
has a purebred Rottweiler. 

She started at the age of 19 and has had her 
business for five years. At first she apprenticed 
under a trainer, then hired her own people and now 
has five trainers in her business. Her firm trains 
700 dogs a year. 

Not only does her firm train dogs for home 
protection, but also for protection of businesses.

Rose Float group’s mezzanine 
framing is completed recently 


The Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association has 
just completed the steel 
framing for the mez¬ 
zanine structure inside 
the float building, it 
should be 95% com¬ 
pleted when visitors start 
to show up to see the 
float’s development in 
December. 

Visitors will now be 
able to enter the building 
from a stairway located 
outside, in the front of 
the building. They can 
walk completely around 


the inside of the build¬ 
ing, suspended 10 ft. 
above the float work 
zone. Below the mez¬ 
zanine are 2, 20 x 10-ft. 
rooms that are currently 
under construction. One 
will be used for the 
manufacture of machine 
parts for the float, while 
the other will contain an 
air conditioner to keep 
the flowers fresh until 
their preparation onto 
the float. There are also 
two steel beams running 
the length of the build¬ 


ing from the mezzanine. 
These will be used as 
tracks for a gantry with 
a crane 20 ft. high. 
This will help with the 
taller structure work on 
the float.

It is currently 
being rebuilt by Pete 
Gonzalez.

The Sierra Madre News asked Dr. Bill Sum¬ 
mers, a psychiatrist who practices at Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California in Arcadia, to 
comment on the type of person or persons who 
might be committing these crimes. 

He said, “These people follow certain MOs. 
They are sociopaths or they are obsessive, com¬ 
pulsive neurotics who happen to be psychotics. 
As the course of their illness goes on, they look 
more and more like schizophrenics. There is a pat¬ 
tern: they get a concept, fix it, lock it in and 
act on it. A schizophrenic is not functional enough 
to act.” 

Dr. Summers continued, “There’s no such 
thing as a psychiatric defense. Even my sickest 
patients know the difference between death and 
murder. It’s a rue, hogwash. 1 wish psy¬ 
chiatrists would get out of jurisprudence. Their 
testimony shouldn’t be offered in the court of law. 
It is worthless to have them as witnesses.”

home about 1 a.m. 

“We hold regular recruiting meetings from 
time to time and they bring in new members,” 
McKeown says. 

How do they prepare for the work? They 
undergo training in martial arts and are trained by 
an off-duty policeman. They carry no weapons but 
have available handcuffs which they would use 
if they found someone breaking into a home or 
committing another illegal act. 

“We don’t do police work. That is strictly 
up to the local police department. Our work is to 
be a deterrent, to keep crime from happening,” 
McKeown says. They go into hot spots where there 
is a particularly high count of crime and patrol 
to assist law enforcement agencies. They have no 
specific political affiliations. 

Do they have age restrictions? McKeown grins, 
“Minimum is 16 and maximum is 118.” 

The Guardian Angels were started in New York 
City in 1979. In 1981, Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
invited the group to Los Angeles to deal with the 
crime problems on the RTD bus lines. Chapters 
have sprouted up around the state since then.

Several missions damaged by 
floods, fires, earthquakes 


This is the third in a series of travel articles 
on the California missions. 

Only in the last few years have travelers been 
able to enjoy the unique and historic beauty of all 
21 of California’s missions. 

Damaged by earthquakes, fires, floods and in¬ 
surrections, the most devastating blow came in 
1834 when Mexico secularized all the missions and 
transferred their lands and buildings into private 
hands for other uses. Most fell into decay and some 
into ruins. 

Loving and meticulous restoration has finally 
returned them to their rightful place as enchanting 
and historic treasures — a must see for every 
Californian. 

Whole volumes could be written on the color¬ 
ful history, exquisite architecture and lovely en-

Mission San Buenaventura, founded in 1782, 
is located on Main Street in Ventura. 

The 1812 earthquake, secularization and the 
misguided zeal of a priest called “the improver,” 
all wrought havoc to this mission, but restoration, 
completed in 1957, erased the desecration and re¬ 
turned the mission church to its original form and 
decor. 

A special feature of the mission is its two 
wooden bells. A museum also features many ori¬ 
ginal relics and tools. 

Founded in 1786, Mission Santa Barbara, 
located at the end of Laguna St., in the city of 
Santa Barbara, rivals San Gabriel as the “Queen 
of the Missions,” its title based on beauty instead 
of wealth. 

Its water system is still used today by the city 
of Santa Barbara. 

Special features include the classic facade and 
twin towers of the church, built in 1820, as well as 
the Moorish fountain, dating to 1808. 

It is the only mission remaining under the 
Franciscans without interruption since its founding. 
A fiesta is held during the month of August. 

Nearby early days attractions include the his¬ 
toric Casa de La Guerra, 1828; the Covarruibias 
Adobe, 1817; El Cuartel, 1782, Presideo Chapel 
and Carrillo Adobe, 1826. 

Santa Ines, founded in 1804, is located in 
Solvang, contrasting with the Scandianavian motif 
of the community. 

Called the “Hidden Gem of the Missions, 
Santa Ines, the last of the southern missions, 
suffered extensive damage in the 1812 quakes. 

Restored in 1948, the bell wall contains the 
three original bells. A museum features many early- 
day relics and tools of the mission and many arti¬ 
facts of far greater age.

Located in San Luis Obispo, on Chorro and 
Monterey Streets, is mission San Luis Obispo de 
Tolosa, founded in 1772 and still a parish church. 

Called the “Prince of the Missions,” it was 
the first to use clay roofing tile, a great improve¬ 
ment over flammable thatch, soon copied by all the 
other missions. 

Much changed architecturally over the years, 
restoration of its original beauty, now complete, 
was started in 1934. A museum features early day 
religious relics and Indian artilacts. 

Our next article will include fi\e more mis¬ 
sions and an early church built by the Franciscans 
further north in the chain of historic treasures.
